“Town meeting vote is neces 
sary to authorize (the sale of) 
other real property owned by the 
town,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Selectmen last month asked 
Mr. Stapezynski to investigate 
the process of selling town land 
after residents expressed interest 
in purchasing certain parcels. 
Selectmen currently have a poli 
cy not to sell town land, but 
wanted to know what the process 
was should they want to change 
that policy.

Anoth 
er is interested in a piece of land 
on River Road, while a third resi

In 1989, planners compiled a 

st of 450 municipally owned 
properties for Ken Mahony, then 
town manager, following similat 
requests. After eliminating 
parcels protected for conserva 
tion or open space, 383 properties 
ranging from 2,000 square feet to 
2.5 acres remained, according to 
a report compiled by Stephen 
Colyer, planning director. That 
number was further reduced to 
just 12 properties that have “no 
encumbrances on them,” accord 
ing to Mr. Stapezynski. 


Selectman Gerald Silverman 
asked that the list of lands taken 
by taxes now be weeded out from 
the others. If town properties 
were not taken for non payment 
of taxes, which Mr. Stapezynski 
thought would be relatively few,

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Municipal 
Maintenance 
is slipping away 


This is the eighth part of a series on town 
employee salaries the Townsman will run 
before April Town Meeting. This list is just a 
portion of the total town payroll. These figures 
are for calendar year 1991.

When the last $200,000 for capital projects 
was cut from the Department of Municipal 
Maintenance budget last year, it put a stop to 
a lighting project at West Middle School, but 
gave the department a chance to catch up on 
other work, 

Now the department is “just about keep 
ing up with work orders,” according to Fred 
Jaeschke, DMM director, but is still falling 
behind elsewhere. 

Municipal Maintenance had two layoffs 
last June, when a painter position and a 
grounds maintenance worker were cut. The 
two painters before couldn’t even keep up 
with the work that was needed, according to 
Mr. Jaeschke, “so one doesn’t have a 
chance.” 

“We're slipping back behind all the time,” 
Mr. Jaeschke said, 

The proposed Municipal Maintenance 
budget includes an increase of $906,095 in 
Fiscal °93, largely due to a capital improve- 
ments appropriation of $900,000, That may 
put the lighting project back on schedule, but 
won't help the employees keep up with the 
day-to-day work that will still need to be 
done. 


The current budget proposal doesn’t call 
for any salary increases this year, other than 
a few step raises. But at least it doesn’t call 
for any more layoffs, provided the state 
doesn’t make any unexpected cuts in state 
aid, according Mr. Jaeschke. 

“At the moment I’m level funded and level 
employees,” Mr. Jaeschke said.

She considers her poetry “not ter- 
ribly artistic and not terribly ob- 
scure, Someone said, ‘It stopped just 
this side of being sentimental,’” she 
laughs, “As long as it stopped.”

Church, and A Red Cloak for Mother, 
an account of the Smith family of 
Andover. The Smiths, of the early 
Smith and Dove Textile Mill, helped 
found Memorial Hall Library and 
donated large grants to such 
Andover concerns as the historical 
society and West Parish Church. 

Ms. Campbell began to recognize 
her talents when she was in sixth 
grade. A young teacher who had tak- 
en poetry teaching courses taught 
her class the basics.

“T’ve had the urge,” she admits,

And so, because, as she says, “I couldn't 
keep her away,” Mrs. Detterman recruited 
her daughter to be co-chairwoman for //e//o, 
Dolly’s costuming. From the beginning, the 
two pored over library books about clothing 
styles of the 1890s, noting fashions peculiar 
to both the leisure and working classes of the 
day (Hello, Dolly features both). Then, they 
watched the movie; from what she saw, 
Robin sketched designs for dresses. 

Their homework done, the Dettermans set 
to work. Because many costumes for MJT 
productions are recycled, with revisions 
from previous plays, the two combed the 
MJT warehouse in Dundee Place and 
retrieved appropriate “used” items for some 
of the characters. They also solicited clothing 
from parents. Among the contributions was 
a wedding dress (worn by Karen Kirley in 
the picture on page 25), which parent Sue 
Witham bought some years ago at Filene’s 
Basement and wore in a South Church 
pageant, 

Karen and Robin also checked out Build 
ing 19 and Goodwill stores in Lawrence and 
Manchester, N.H., for ball gowns and other 
potential costumes. 

What they couldn’t find, they made. The 
eight parents on the costume committee 
helped, assembling pieces Mrs. Detterman 
had cut out and given to them as “kits.” 

The finished period costumes, according 
to Karen, “remind me of Main Street USA in 
Disneyland.” Each has a hat, custom decorat 
ed by Robin: “Straw” hats, made authentic 
looking with shoe polish, wide-brimmed cre 
ations with great glued bouquets, feathered 
bonnets, and even a chef's hat.

Keeping track of costumes requires a 
great deal of organization, Since every child, 
from chorus member to lead, has a number 
of pieces to each costume — and, in many cas 
es, a number of costume changes — Karen 
keeps a notebook with the needs of every 
character, scene by scene. Robin also has her 
pages in the book, charting hat needs, also by 
the scene. Costumes are ultimately distribut- 
ed to each actor with a small index card list- 
ing every piece. 

“T try to make each child responsible for 
their stull,” Mrs. Detterman says. 

She also tries to make sure each child is 
content with what he or she receives. “I want 
them to be comfortable,” she says. “If they 
don’t feel good in it, even though we think it 
looks great, it won't work. The chorus is as 
excited about their costumes as the leads,” 


The Dettermans discover the full effect of 


their work on “costume night,” when every 
body comes to rehearsal in their finished cre 
ations. “It isn’t until costume night that you 
know how it looks together,” Mrs, Detterman 
says. “Then, you just make a list of what has 
to be fixed.” 

From the initial research to opening 
night, she estimates that she and Robin will 
have spent “hundreds and hundreds” of 
hours on costuming the 5l-member cast. “It’s 
very demanding,” she says. “I feel like I’m 
doing costumes full time. I feel like my job as 
a substitute teacher is on the side.” 

But it has its rewards as well. “I really 
enjoy the kids a lot,” she says. “I’ve been 
with the group long enough to see them grow 
up year after year, to see them succeeding.”

could cost as much as $6.3 million. 

The committee placed on the back 
burner its original first choice, the cre 
ation of a downtown elementary school 
at the former East Junior High build 


ing. That building is currently used for 


school administration offices and the 
Senior Center, 

Newly appointed Chairwoman 
Susan Jenkins couldn’t get three votes 
to support the downtown school 
option, which was her first choice, She 
and member Susan Dalton were the 
only two who voted in favor of the 
downtown school, 

“T support the South and Sanborn 
plan when it comes to long-term oper 
ating cost” savings, said Mr. THuston. 

After listening to a presentation on 
options from the subcommittee 


charged with finding alternatives to 
the downtown school, committee mem 
ber Christopher Outwin said there 
would be too many disadvantages with 
pursuing the downtown school, Dr.

plus-pupil elementary school on Cross 
Street. The new article will seek funds 
to plan for the South and Sanborn 
additions and possibly improvements 
in the two schools. The article would 
need to be approved by voters at the 
April 13 Town Meeting. 

According to the subcommittee, ren 
ovation of a downtown school and 
additions to the South and Sanborn 
schools would cost about the same. 
Jut the downtown school would cost 
more because the Senior Center would 
have to be moved and administration 
costs in a new school would add to the 
yearly operating budget. 

The subcommittee considered buy 
ing portable classrooms for each 
school. The portables would cost about 
$150,000 each, but the subcommittee 


concluded that the portables would 
deteriorate faster than additions. were 
more expensive to maintain, and 
would cost more insure.

In other business, the committee 
voted to keep the Shawsheen integrat 
ed primary program open for kinder 
garten through second-graders next 
year if enough students enroll.

From various newspaper articles 
sent to me, here are more recycling 
efforts from all over the country. 

This is a country where almost all 
are trying to recycle. The nearest to us 
is Providence, R.1. They are seriously 
considering what Andover Reeycling 
has been talking about for a long time. 
Trash is to be collected only in bags 
costing from 50 cents to $2.50 each, 
depending on size and weight and the 
disposal cost. Large items, such as a 
couch, would have to be tagged accord: 
ingly, again as to size and weight and 
cost of disposal. The result of this 
method would be to lower the amount 
of trash collected and increase the 
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amount recycled as recycled goods 
would be picked up free, 

Seattle uses this method as do small- 
er communities in Pennsylvania, 
Michigan and New York, A smaller 
cost for trash disposal would lower 
property taxes, 

Portland, Ore., has a “Styro'Cop.” 
All restaurants and retail food vendors 
are prohibited from using plastic foam 
and so Lee Barrett walks his beat every 
night to make sure that everyone is 
obeying this law and no foam is going 
into landfills or incinerators. He is 
very passionate about his job, saying 
“to drink eight ounces of coffee for two 
minutes and then throw away the plas- 
tic cup where it will take up space for-

early childhood education from Colby 
Sawyer College in New Hampshire. 
She joined the MSPCA’s education 
team in 1990 after a career as a learning 
disabilities teacher that was cut short 
by Proposition 2 1/2 cuts in the early 
80s, and a stint at a Boston manage 
ment company. 

As one of seven members of the 
MSPCA’s outreach education depart 
ment, Ms. Schwartz will visit more 
than 1,000 schools this year, She visits 
three to four classes each day in 
schools within a 80-mile radius of the 
Methuen area, she said. 

“I’m so lucky. I get to combine my 
bae kground in education and my love 
of animals,” she said 

“I’m also fortunate because T can 
arrange my own schedule and when 
I’m not teaching ih the schools I can 
work out of my home, coordinating my 
school visits,” said Ms, Schwartz. 

Operation Outreach is part of the 
American Humane Education Associa 
tion, which works in conjunction with 
the MSPCA and other humane soci 
eties nationwide. She used to teach 
four day each week and spend one 
scheduling. But now, because of budget 
cuts, she does scheduling when she 
gets home after teaching, 

The program’s goal is to bring to 
children more awareness and respect 
for animals, said Judy Golden, director 
of the American Humane Education 
Society, which is headquartered in 
Boston, 

“The philosophy is that if we can 
help these children learn more respect 
toward animals, they will grow up to be 
more empathetic adults towards all 
ae ” Ms. Golden said 

fach summer, school systems in 
mee husetts and southern New 
Hampshire receive information about 
the MSPCA’s education program. The 
schools can then contact the MSPCA 
about scheduling Ms. Schwartz or one 
of the other outreach workers. 

The kindergarten through grade-two 
programs are free and the third 
through sixth-grade programs cost a 
$18 membership fee for each classroom. 

Ms. Schwartz said the fees for the 
higher grades have been necessary 
because of tighter budgets. The fee 
includes membership buttons for the 
children and an MSPCA newsletter 
three times each year, as well as a les 
son once a week for three weeks. 

A new initiative begun this year by 
the American Humane Education 
Association is a program that com 
bines literacy with learning about 
nature and animals. Story Tellers Inc., 
a small company out of Seattle, Wash., 
is helping provide classics such as 
Black Beauty and Beautiful Joe to pai 
ticipating classrooms. Corporate spon- 
sors have provided money for schools 
in the Merrimack Valley. 

The MSPCA outreach teachers nev- 
er bring animals to classrooms during 
their visits. Ms. Schwartz said the chil- 
dren are always disappointed, but she

reminds them that the animals would 
be frightened in a room with bright 
lights, dozens of little hands reaching 
out to pet them, and all the strange new 
smells 

“One of the first questions the chil 
dren want to know is if I’ve brought in 
pets for them to see,” said Ms. 
Schwartz. “I tell them a school is a 
place for children and there are places 
right for animals.” = 

One of the ice-breakers Ms. 
Schwartz, often remembered by the 
younger c hildren as “Mrs. 
Schwarzenegger,” brings is a big photo 
of her own dog, Je ickie, a 2-year-old lab 
cross she adopted from the Methuen 
MSPCA. Ms. Schwartz asks them to 
bring in pictures of their pets to talk 
about in future classes, she said. 

Each grade level receives an age 
appropriate lesson, said Ms. Schwartz. 
When she visits kindergarten classes, 
she brings a puppet and tells the chil- 
dren a story about a dog named Sparky 
who gets lost. Ms. Schwartz asks the 
children how they would feel if they 
were a lost dog like Sparky. 

First-graders get to see a slide show 
on pet care, The younger students’ 
lessons usually run about 45 minutes, 
which is about as long as the children 
can pay attention to any subject, even 
if it is one they love, said Mr. Schwartz. 

“IT love the reaction from the kids,” 
she said. “Some of them get so excited. 
The other day I was in a class and there 
was a little girl who had her hand 
raised for a really long time. All during 
my talk she kept waving her hand back 
and forth until I finally picked her. 

“All she wanted to tell me was that 
her grandmother had a bunny. Nothing 
else,” she said. 

Second-graders see Ms. Schwartz 
once each week for two weeks. The pro 
gram she uses with them is called “All 
Creatures Great and Small,” which 
teaches them the difference between 
animals that are good pets, those that 
are better on farms, and those that will 
always be wild. \ 

Many of the kids at this age want to 
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know why keeping a frog or a salaman 
der from their backyard isn’t a good 
idea. Boys especially, she said. have 
questions about snakes, lizards and 
other non-traditional pets. 


“T try to let them know that even if 


they are the best caretakers in the 
world, these are wild animals that 
belong in nature. I tell them that frogs 
and snakes have friends and families 
in the wild that they'd miss if they 
were taken away. They seem to unde 

Stand this,” she said, 

That thought on appropriate pets is 
not only her personal opinion, but also 
that of the MSPCA. 

According to the latest MSPCA fig 
ures, there are 450 cats and 350 dogs 
born every hour in this country. About 
42,000 of these animals are taken in by 
the MSPCA’s eight shelters in the state. 

The outreach educators talk to chil 
dren about the importance of spaying 
or neutering their pets if their family 
has decided it doesn’t want or can't 
care for more than one pet. 

“One day I was in a class and we 
were talking about this subject and one 
little boy told me his mother had been 
spayed. There are always little things 
like that that make my day,” she 
laughed. 

Ms. Schwartz said she takes her job 
home with her, She always has a spe 
cial interest in animals, whether it is a 
pooch out for a walk with its master or 
a puppy running loose in the road. 

“There was this little puppy running 
in the road stopping traffic, | caught up 
with it, but couldn’t see a soul around 
that might have been its master, so | 


went around the neighborhood knock-: 


ing on doors until I found the puppy's 
home,” she said. 


Fourth-graders get a few lessons on 
cats, including fact and fiction. Ms. 
Schwartz talks about how people’s atti 
tudes about cats have changed through 
history, including their revered place 
in Egyptian culture, to cats persecuted 
in the Middle Ages, when they were 
considered evil and to be in cahoots 
with witches. 

She said many of the students she 
talks with have watched special nature 
programs on TY. 

“It’s amazing. Kids learn a ton from 
these shows. One students explained to 
the whole class how it is the female 
lion that hunts for the pride, not the 
male lion. All the children were 
impressed, but not as much as I was,” 
she said. 

Fifth-graders learn about endan- 
gered species and what many countries 
are doing to help save these animals, 
Ms. Schwartz will visit the older grades 
once a week for three weeks. 

In addition to school programs, Ms, 
Schwartz also visits civic groups and 
does other speaking engagements, such 
as at veterinary schools, 

Children remember her. Sometimes 
she finds that her job has given her 
mini-celebrity status. There are times 
she is downtown or at the supermarket 
and a child will yell, “Hello Mrs. 
Schwarzenegger. Where is Arnold?” Or 
there will be a small child pulling on 
her coat, wanting to introduce Ms, 
Schwartz to her parents as the “YMCA 
lady.”

Writer Erik Greenstein isn’t minc- 
ing words: “Students in Andover feel 
that the only way to have fun is to go 
to someone’s house, get as drunk as 
possible, trash it and then leave the 
house, leaving the owner to clean it 
up. They think that’s fun.” 


One AHS student even complains 
that the police break up a party at 10 
p.m. and “after | have had a few too 
many, they would want us to get into 
our cars and drive away.” 

The students suggest a drop-in 
center as a solution. Even though 
they may be naive about buying a 
building for that purpose, the com- 
munity must have some area, some 
large room or set of rooms that could 
serve as a weekend drop-in center. 


The kids say they would hang out 
there, play pool, listen to music and 
stay off the streets. Drop-in centers 
are not new ideas, cities and town 
have had them for years. We suggest 
Andover residents, officials and par- 
erits talk with the students, and help 
them find a solution to partying, 
drinking and drugging, 


The teens have expressed the prob- 
lem and offered part of the solution. 
Now it’s the adults turn to listen and 
to act.

Last week was not a good one for 
me, At one point, I thought I was 
going to die; at another, | was afraid I 
wouldn’t. In 
addition, as 


if | needed 
more, I blew 
part of my 


son's spring 
Vacation 
from college. 

First, the 
l-was-going- 
to-die part. 
Most of us “= 
who live in New England have a sim- 
ilar story. I was driving last Thurs- 
day back to Andover from Ipswich in 
my car, which isn’t great in snow. 
Ipswich roads were in much worse 
shape than Andover’s. On a back 
street, Topsfield Road, going about 35 
miles an hour, I lost control of the 
car. I think I hit a patch of black ice. 


The car began to spin around. I've ° 


been driving in snow for years and 
feel pretty confident about it, but this 
time I tried to get myself out of the 
spin and I immediately knew there 
wasn't anything I could do. The car 
wasn't responding ~ at all. A woman 
in some kind of small, black car was 
headed straight for me. 

I thought I was going to die. 

Wouldn't you think I’d choose 


such a time to say, “Save me, Jesus?” 
or how about, “I love my kids.” No, I 
said — and it was out loud — “I’m dead 
meat.” 

Anyway, as you can see, I am not 
dead. The savvy woman steered off 
the road, into the bushes and our 
cars came within two feet of crash- 
ing. Both our cars spun around 350 
degrees. She ended up in the bushes 
on my side of the road and I ended up 
in the bushes, too, both of us facing 
the opposite direction in which we 
were traveling. I burst into tears. 

Then two days later, Saturday, | 
was back in Ipswich for an errand, 
and all of a sudden I was driving ina 
flash snow storm, a white out, and 
would you believe, once again I was 
on Topsfield Road. I went 22 miles an 
hour and made it through that 
storm. 

Now for the I-was-afraid-] 
wouldn't-die story. That was a week 
ago last Sunday, four days before the 
near crash in the car. I was hit at 4 
p.m. with a virus. I was sick to my 
stomach until 11:30 p.m. When I 
became light-headed and so weak I 
thought I would pass out, I called my 
doctor, who said get to the emergen- 
cy room, So my son drove me to Holy 
Family, where we stayed until 4:30 
a.m. My body was so dehydrated that 
I took in two IV’s. The interesting 
thing is that I slept some in the ‘hos- 


pital, then slept about two hours 
after getting home, and then I felt 
well enough to go to work at about 9 
a.m. I was exhausted by 5:30 that 
afternoon, but pretty nearly recov 
ered. 

My doctor later explained that if 1 
hadn’t had the IV’s, it would have 
taken three or four days to recover, 
to get my electrolytes back to their 
normal level. A few days later, when 
my son began to show some of the 
same symptoms, he started — on doc- 
tor’s orders — on store-bought drinks 
that help bring back a person’s elec- 
trolytes, and he wasn’t nearly sick as 
Ik 

Next chapter in this ugly week: 
When my son arrived home from col- 
lege, he and I decided we'd buy tick- 
ets to hear Victor Borge at Lynn City 
Hall Saturday. After four days of get- 
ting only a busy signal from the tick- 
et agent, we finally got through and 
ordered two expensive tickets and 
put them on my credit card. Satur- 
day afternoon, I realized the tickets 
hadn’t arrived by mail, as the agent 
had promised they would. 

So I phoned the agent and deliv- 
ered an angry message. 

“You say it’s the Victor Borge con- 
cert in Lynn?” the patient woman 
agent checked with me.

Pesticides are 
a problem 


Editor, Townsman: 

I feel that one of our biggest prob 
lems is the use of pesticides, Pesticides 
are poisons used to kill or control 
pests. Some pesticides help increase 
crop yields or prolong the storage of 
goods. Others are just used to make 
things look pleasing to the eye. 

I feel that many people overlook the 
fact that pesticides do more than just 
kill unwanted pests. They destroy 
harmless insects that could served as 
natural pest controllers. Pesticides are 
also very harmful to the human body, 
They have been known to cause can- 
cer, nerve disorders, birth defects and 
senetic disorders. 

During World War II, pesticides 
were used frequently with little knowl- 
edge or regard to health or environ- 
mental hazards, Later, when the dam- 
age was discovered, some pesticides 
such as DDT were banned. The damage 
that DDT caused is irreversible and 
continues to move up the food chain 
from plant to animal and the eventual- 
ly to the human body. DDT has also 
been detected in animals from areas 
like the Antarctic, where it was never 
sprayed. This shows the widespread 
effect that these harmful chemicals 
cause, 

However, although the government 
and other organizations know of this, 
they still continue to use over two and 
a half billion pounds of pesticides each 
year, They use different kinds of pesti- 
cides on agricultural crops, in forests, 
on ponds and lakes, in parks, on lawns 
and in homes. The result of this 
widespread use of these harmful chem- 
icals contaminates our air, our drink- 
ing water and our food. Also, because 
of inadequate testing, no one knows

exactly how much damage pesticides 
are doing to our food. In 1987, 50 per 
cenit of the fruit and 40 percent of the 
vegetables were found to have pesti 
cide residues. 

Well, anyway, my point is that we 
must make changes in what we eat and 
become aware of this problem. We as 
citizens must pressure our govern- 
ment to make changes. In order to do 
this, we should show our concerns by 
writing letters to: Environmental Pro 
tection Agency, 401 M St., S.W., Wash 
ington, D.C. 20460; Food and Drug 
Administration, Department of Health 
and Human Services, 5600 Fisher 
Lane, Rockville, Md. 20857: U.S. Sen 
ate, Washington, D.C. 20510: U.S. 
House of Representatives, Washington, 
D.C. 20515. 


Besides these places there are many 
others that we could write to to show 
that we want the pesticides to be thor 
oughly tested or reduced in use. 

Also, it is suggested that we should 
do certain things as washing and/or 
peeling fruits and vegetables to 
remove the pesticide residues. Grow 
ing your own produce or buying organ 
ically-grown fruits and vegetables will 
help. By doing this you can eat pesti 
cidé-free food and send a message to 
your supermarket and growers that 
pesticides are not acceptable. 


Also, you should remember to be 
aware of perfect looking food for the 
reason that pesticides were probably 
used to enhance their appearance, 
Finally, remember that imported food 
often contains more pesticides than 
domestically-grown produce. These 
foods may contain pesticides that were 
banned from the U.S, 

I am not saying that we should vet 
rid.of all the pesticides. What I am Ssay- 
ing is that we should reduce the use of 
pesticides and make the food that we 
eat more healthy. This is a big issue 
that can harm us all, especially the 
future generations, and thus. we 
should start doing something about it 
now.

gram must have deducted from their 
earnings a contribution toward their 
retirement plan and that it will be 
7.5 percent of gross pay.) 

Editor, Townsman: 

To the town manager: 

I am totally astounded by the letter 
announcing another grab at our 
income. Self-employed individuals 
now pay 5 percent to the state, 14 per- 
cent to FICA et al., 28 percent to the 
IRS and now a mandatory 7.5 percent 
to this unknown and uncontrollable 
cash management fund. 

What justification is there for work- 
ing when 54.5 percent goes before we 
can feed ourselves or pay town tax. 
excise, sales tax, etc.? What is the 
reward in shouldering a town tax that 
has increased over 30 percent while 
real gross income has dropped and dis- 
cretionary income has disappeared? 

Enough is enough. It is time to come 
out in the daylight of the real world 
away from protected salaries and guar- 
anteed jobs, where you are buffered 
from this. 

At minimum we must have the 
right to know the name of the plan 
trustee and administrator, the invest 
ment institution disclosure including 
Its rating, the possible rate of return, 
the correct title of the federal law, 
alternative investment vehicles and all 
other rules. 

While we can assume that the inten 
tion of the law is for our benefit. it is 
disgusting to see yet another bureau 
cratic pork barrel being created to con 
trol our money without our control.

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North Andover resident 
Shirley Roberts uses 
imagination fo turn a small 
house into a wonderful 
place to live

Shirley Roberts lived in the Salem 
Marblehead area for 15 years and 
decided to move back to North 
Andover. She knew the area bécause 
she lived there as a young girl. She 
found a small house with only 1,000 
square feet of living space. 

The white-frame two-story house 
with green shutters is just what she 
was looking for. The first floor has 
three rooms: a living room, dinette and 
a kitchen. Two bedrooms and bath are 
on the second. 

In August, 1990, she purchased the 
house for approximately $125,000. She 
chose a house rather than a condo 
minium for better re-sale value. She 
also was attracted by the small yard 
and a place to plant flowers. She knew 
what improvements would be neces- 
sary for the house because she spent 
the last five years remodeling a three- 
family house in Salem. 

Friends and contractors from Salem 
helped her with electrical, plumbing, 
and ceiling repairs. They also helped 
her strip walls and pull up carpets. She 
learned how to redecorate with each 
new project. Ms. Roberts had to be cre 
ative because of the high cost of home 
repairs. 

“I did the floors first and then 
worked on the walls,” she said. 

The North Andover house needed 
many improvements. One project was 
choosing a fence for the front yard. 
After pricing fences, she decided to 
design it and asked a friend to help 
build it. The biggest project was adding 
a deck to the back of the house. 

Ms. Roberts worked with Kevin 
Murphy, an independent contractor. 
One can tell from looking at the house 
and deck that she has a wonderful 
sense of balance and proportion. Her 
deck design is unlike a traditional one. 
Her deck has two levels —- one leads 
from the dinette, creating an eating 
area, and the other, lower area, serves 
as space for entertaining. 

“The door opens to the deck and 
gives much more space.” 

Ms. Roberts studied art and educa- 
tion at Salem State College. 

After graduating, she worked in 
Salem for the Peabody Museum and for 
Ronald Bourgeault, an antiques dealer. 
An avid collector, she has decorated 
her home with antiques, treasures 
from Europe and family keepsakes. 

Polished wood floors set the stage 
for a Sheraton sofa, which was pur- 
chased at auction, and a heavily carved 
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Shirley Roberts stands 
er. 


side chair from the Searles estate, The 
overall decor is a blend of contempo 
rary and period pieces. A Chinese cor 
ner chair with mother-of-pearl inlay 
complements an oval glass and brass 
coffee table. The oak dinette table and 
bow chairs blend with the adjoining 
room, 

Wide window moldings and glass 
door knobs reflect the 1942 era. A sin 
gle man built this house for himself. He 
was a construction worker and used 
the best materials available at the 
time. 

“T looked at the living room win 
dows for at least a year before deciding 
what to do with curtains,” said Ms, 
Roberts. 

She placed the curtain rods inside 
the window frames. This allows the 
wide decorative molding to be exposed. 
Curtains are extended to full length for 
privacy and then shortened each day to 
create a balloon effect. A Shumacker 
print in soft pastel allows the room to 
be bright and open. 

The Pullman-style kitchen has space 
for all the necessary appliances. Coun- 
ters are finished with easy-care materi- 
al and cabinets are large enough for 
her needs. Instead of curtains, wallpa- 
per cut-outs are pasted on the window 
frame and sill. Dry flower wreaths and 
natural plants accent this room and all 
the rooms in the house. 

“I made most of the decorations,” 
she said. 

Upstairs, one bedroom is used for 
guests and a television area. Ms. 
Roberts made by hand twist swag cur- 
tains for this room. The swag is made 
with a straight piece of fabric (plain on 
one side and a print on the other), The 
cloth is twisted once with a slip pocket 
on the top and bottom. Half shutters 
were installed for privacy and to allow 
light and ventilation. An Indian 
Aubusson carpet is the color denomi- 
nator for this narrow space. 

The larger bedroom is decorated 
with wicker furniture and select pieces 
from flea markets, antique shops and 
auctions. Ms. Roberts considers buying 
antiques to be cost effective.

“New furniture depreciates once it 
leaves the store, but antiques grow in 
value,” she claims. 

All the furniture and house 
improvements were purchased for 
pleasure but also with cost return in 
mind, 

The tiniest room in the house is the 
bathroom. The vanity has been 
replaced. Next to be installed are light 
fixtures. Plans to refinish the walls 
with ceramic tiles and improve the 
shower are on her priority lists. Next 
on the agenda are ideas for using the 
garage as an Office. She is a part- time 
court investigator for the Lawrence 
District Court. 

She needs a place to write reports 
and store file cabinets. She is also 


employed by Toscano and Ardito 
accounting firm in North Andover. 

The little house on Park Street will 
be colorful this spring and summer. 
Tulips, daffodils and crocus bulbs have 
been planted. These flowers aren’t dif- 
ficult to maintain and continue flower- 
ing year after year. The front yard 
fence will have line flowers consisting 
of annuals. Perennials will bloom 
there, too. z 

The rear of the house and deck area 
will have shade plants such as hosta 
and lily of the valley. The lot is listed as 
having 5,000 square feet. 

Ms. Roberts is excited to be home, 
back in North Andover. She has spent 
hours improving her property.

Former resident remembered 
for love of family and baseball 


By Rick Harrison 

We used to kid around and wonder who would 
be happier, father or son, if Rick Saggese Jr. end- 
ed up playing professional baseball. Or who 
would take it harder if he didn't. 

Rich Saggese would laugh when we said it. 

Now we will never know. 

When I learned last Thursday that Rich 
Saggese had been struck in the temple with a 
baseball, and was fighting for his life, my initial 
reactions were sadness and disbelief. 

My first thought after reading of his death the 
following day was to call the family in Naples, 
Fla, But I wasn’t sure what | would say. How 
could I offer words of comfort? Nothing seems 
appropriate at times like this 

The report said the former Andover resident 
vas hit by the last pitch to the last batter. What 
are the odds against that? | remember three win 
ters ago when Rich rolled his white Toyota truck 
over on icy roads and escaped virtually without 
a scratch. 

I thought of dozens of baseballs that had whis 
tled past my ear in 20 years of pitching batting 
practice, and line drives I had ducked by reflex at 
the last instant to escape such a blow myself. 

In the two brief years | knew the man I came 
to respect him and admire the mutual devotion 
between Rich and his son. 

Having lost my own father when I was young 
I can imagine the devastation his wife Cecile, 
daughter Tammy and Rick Jr. are feeling and 
will continue to feel for a long time 

I can't say Rich and I were close friends, but 
we were more than acquaintances after he spent 
two summers helping Dan Grams and myself 
coach a pony league baseball team in town, 

During that time Rich talked often about his 
family. 

There was unquestionably a special bond 
between he and his son. Everyone saw it. He also 


spoke of his wife and daughter often. 

Most people only saw Rich in tandem with his 
son. Side by side and inseparable. Calling each 
other “buddy” and meaning it. 

But it was crystal clear this intense man was 
a devoted family man who loved his wife and two 
children deeply. 

Before I knew Rich I followed young Ricky’s 
exploits with the Andover National Little League 
All-Stars during their memorable summer of 
1988. 

My interest in Ricky was heightened because 
the following year he would be eligible to play in 
the pony league. It was clear with all the dramat 
ic homeruns and well-pitched games that Ricky 
was something special on the baseball diamond, 

In my capacity as a reporter for the Andover 
Townsman | was sent to Williamsport, Penn. to 
cover the team in the Little League World Series. 

There I had my first contact with Rich Sr. 

He and Ricky were walking slowly back 
towards the bunkhouse area after a team from 
Texas had ended Andover's world title dream. 

It was not an uncommon picture that week, 
any father walking with his arm around his 
son's shoulders. Ricky’s head was bowed slightly 
before his dad said something that brought a 
smile, 

I had been “warned” ahead of time about Rich 
Sr, 

I rarely saw him smile in Williamsport but 
came to find out later he had a genuine warmth 
and excellent sense of humor. 

I was told by several coaches and parents, 
however, that Rich Saggese was your stereotypi- 
cal Little League father multiplied 100 times. He 
was too involved and he was going to suffocate 
young Ricky’s appreciation for the game of base- 
ball.

He offered his batting cage for any 
player who wanted to come over for extra hit 
ting. He coached third base. He ran practices 
when | was out of town or working 

He hit his son a few extra fungoes but 1 would 
have been surprised if he didn't.

As he felt more at ease with us Rich befriend 
ed several players whose fathers were not often 
around for games or practices. 

His pride for his son was evident and his 
enthusiasm was contagious 

Sometimes it was hard to distinguish between 
the kids and the adult 

What started as a tentative association among 
myself, Coach Grams, the players and Rich grew 
to be more. It took time but it happened. There 
were a few rough spots. Everyone has those 

My only “regret” about having Rich as a 
coach is that I didn’t get to know young Ricky 
better. He was basically quiet and I never pushed 
it. 

I vividly recall when Ricky went to a baseball 
camp in Florida for one week during his 14-year 
old season, Rich walked around in a fog for sev 
eral days 

I was not happy to see the Saggese family 
move to Florida. Part of that feeling was the real 
ization we were losing an excellent player, 
although hot weather and the opportunity to 
play 12 months are quite a temptation 

I also was sad to see Rich Saggese leave 

Before, he went we made a dozen dinner dates 
that were never kept because of schedule con 
flicts 

We exchanged several phone calls after they 
moved. Ricky was getting an award at our team 
banquet two months later, and we tried unsuc 
cessfully to arrange it so father and son could fly 
back for the event 

The Saggeses sent me a Christmas card that 
year, with a picture of the family sitting by the 
pool. 

Ironically I had planned to do a story on Ricky 
this spring updating his progress in Florida. 

After that Christmas I never spoke to Rich 
Saggese again 

“Pll call him next week,” I said to myself a 
hundred times 

I envy Rich Saggese, his family life and his 
special union with his son. He had in 44 years 
what many of us couldn't achieve if we lived to 
be 1,000. 

I will miss Rich Saggese

Former Andover High three-sport cap 
tain Hugh Maginnis cut quite a niche for 
himself the past four years as a member of 
the Villanova University 
hockey team 

Maginnis will gradu 
ate in May as Villano 
va's all-time leading 
scorer, and the Wildcats’ 
sniper also led the Bast 
ern Collegiate Athletic 
Conference (ECAC) 
South Division in seor 
ing for the recently-com 
pleted 1991-92 season 

Villanova, located in 
a small Philadelphia 
suburb bearing the same 
name, is much better 
known for its mens’ bas 
ketball team than for its 
hockey prowess. 

In fact, ‘Cats hockey players were 
required to get up at approximately 4:30 
a.m. for 5:45 a.m. practices at a “home” rink 
located six miles from the campus in Haver 
town. Many times a full day of classes fol-

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lowed, making it easy to see why players 
were mentally and physically exhausted at 
the end of most days 

Games often started at 11 a.m. on Sunday 
morning, and with such sacrifices neces 
sary it’s easy to see how much the Villano 
va hockey players loved their sport. 

Maginnis, who graduated from AHS in 
1988 after captaining the hockey, golf and 
tennis teams, chose Villanova more for its 
academic rather than athletic opportuni 
ties 

However, the finance major was able to 
fit hockey’s unconvention! schedule into his 
curriculum and he picked up right where 
he left off in high school, 

Maginnis, who blossomed as a player his 
senior year at Andover, earned Merrimack 
Valley Conference All-Star honors in 1987 
88 and was also a top scorer for the Golden 
Warriors 

He holds the AHS record for assists in a 
single season (26), and his record for points 
in a season (18-26-44) was eclipsed by Sean 
Darwin (21-24-45) last year. Hugh is the sev- 
enth leading all-time scorer at Andover (23 
32-55), and ranks fifth in goals for a single 
season (18), sixth in career goals (23) and 


tied for seventh in career assists (32). 

He is also one third of the highest scor 
ing (Single season) line in Andover High 
history, combining with Matt Pothier and 
Rob Stoltz for 53 goals, 60 assists and 113 
points in 1987-88, 

At Villanova center-iceman Maginnis, 
operating in near-anonyiity, led the team 
in scoring as a freshman (26-18-44), junior 
(28-24-52) and senior (35-40-75). He also had 
24-86-60 points as a sophomore and finished 
with 231 career points on 113 goals and 118 
assists 

Two-time team MVP Maginnis was hon 
ored for his accomplishments before a game 
with Scranton last month, and was named 
“Athlete-ofthe-Week” by the school news 
paper, The Villanovan, at approximately 
the same time ; 

Maginnis has discussed with first-year 
Coach Pat Ferrill the possibility of continu 
ing his hockey career in Burope. Hugh 
plays the European style of hockey which 
emphasizes skating and passing. He was 
rarely penalized in high school or college, 

“I think he had one tripping penalty his 
senior year at Andover, and that was a mis- 
take,” said his father Hugh. 
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Maginnis certainly has the ability to 
play in Murope,” said Coach Ferrill in a 
recent article written for the school paper 
by ‘Nova assistant sports information direc 
tor Mike Blimm. “It’s hard for a Division 3 
player to get a shot over there, but given the 
opportunity | know he'll do well. He's a qui 
et kid, but a real leader. He went out and led 
by example every day.” 

Maginnis, recipient of a Villanova 
Administrative Award recognizing his 
achievements, is the youngest of Hugh and 
Marge (Retelle) Maginnis’ four children. 
The parents reside at 16 Rennie Drive. 

His younger sister Maureen, a fresh 
man at Northern Bssex Community Col- 
lege, was a top volleyball player and sprint 
er, triple jumper and co-captain of the And 
over High girls’ track team last year. 

Older brothers are John, 28, and Tom, 
26, the latter a rock ‘n roll drummer with 
the band “Buffalo Tom” which is currently 
touring Europe and is the No. 1 group in 
Holland.

Memorable moments 

Kasie’s most memorable athletic 
moment at Andover High came two years 
ago when the Lady Warriors beat seeming- 
ly-invincible Dracut in a dual meet. 

“It was their first loss in eight years.

Another high moment actually started 
with a low moment during the swim season 
last fall.

Superstitions 

Her superstitions revolve around a blue 
elastic and a silver barrette. 

“I wear the same elastic and barrette for 
every meet. | almost lost the barrette during 
one swim meet. It fell to the bottom of the 
pool and I made Sarah (Faraci) go in and try 
to find it. I couldn’t because the chlorine 
really affects my eyes, But Sarah is like a 
fish. She found it.” 

Tania was born in Webster, New York 
(near Rochester) and her family moved to 
Andover when she was 11. 

Her mother was the girls’ gymnastics 
coach at Webster High, In fact, Mrs. Pierce 
almost took the Andover High job Tania’s 
freshman year before former Coach Nancy 
Winitzer and Julie Curtis were enlisted. 

“T used to go with her to practices when 
1 was four or five. My mom also started 


teaching at the ‘Y’ six years ago, and I’ve 
been taking classes and competing there 
since I was 11.” 

Tania left briefly to try the Palaestra 
Gymnastics Academy, then in Andover and 
now in North Andover, but returned to the 
*Y’ afier one year, 

She has competed nationally for five 
years with the YMCA team, and also teach 
es the Tumblebugs four- and five-year-olds 
and another group of youngsters in grades 
1-8. 

Andover High teammates Amanda 
Schaake and Stacy Thresher have also 
joined Tania on the YMCA team this 
spring. 

Last year was her best in the YMCA 
Nationals, as ‘ania competed all-around 
and placed third on both the uneven bars 
and in vaulting at San Diego, California. 

There are developmental and elite divi

She has also been to Florida twice for the 
Nationals, placing third one year in vault- 
ing, and she was eighth in vaulting when 
the event was held in Boston.

Tania is also exploring the possibility of 
teaching at the YMCA near Penn State.

“If you're not confident and don’t think 
you can do a move, you probably won't.

But teammates can 
help one another by giving tips. You can 
learn a lot by watching other gymnasts. 
You couldn't do that just competing by 
yourself,” explained Tania, 

Tania had little trouble adjusting to the 
presence of freshman sensation Marcie 
Lutsch. 

“We've been good friends for five years. 
Her mother worked at the ‘Y’ and Marcie 
came there with her. I know she’s better. 
She's helped me a lot.” , 


Sparks 

Both girls admit It has not been all 
sweetness and light between them past 
three years. 

They respect each others talents but are 
also driven by their own competitive juices. 

It's not uncommon among superior ath- 
letes. The same relationship exists between 
Dracut superstars Tammy Noel and Paula 
Cronk. 

Kasie and Tania were not communicat- 
ing properly during the swim season, so 
diving Coach Mary Wermers came up with 
the perfect solution. 

“She locked us in a room alone and tald 
us to talk it out,” reported Kasie. ; 

“And that’s all we did, just talk,” assured 
Tania. 

“T thought things went pretty well dur- 
ing the gymnastics season,” said Coach 
Curtis. 

Indeed they did, and Andover High will
